PREFACE 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies end Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual report on the health of 
Sawbridgeworth Urban District for the year ending 31st December,1969. 


Once again this report is a comparatively short one, largely because 
of the fortunate fact that the state of the District's health has been so 
good that there is little to comment upon. The population figures show a 
steady increase, there has been a very small reported incidence of infectious 
disease, the mortality figures remain comparatively constant and once again 
there have been no maternal deaths. 


During the year there was an indication that there will, in the 
future, be a diminution and probably finally an elimination of the mobile 
Mass Radiography Units, except for the need of special groups such as teachers. 
This caused the Public Health Committee some concern and in common with other 
District Councils, representations were much in favour of the continuance of 
the Service. It remains to be seen what affect they will have upon the 
Department of Health and Social Security. 


While the future structure of the National Health Service is still 
uncertain, the title "Community Physician" has been increasingly used for 
the doctor who will work towards organizing the services required for a 
district, maintaining the present health services now run by local health 
authorities and developing the work required by an area health authority. 


An apt quotation from a recent leading article in the British Medical 
Council is as follows:- 


‘Preventive medicine, epidemiology and health education are aspects 
of medicine which rarely ignite professional or public imagination in the 
way that other more dramatic branches of medicine do. They are none the 
less essential for that. A public health doctor is somewhat a kin to a 
lighthouse keeper. While he is there, little is heard of him, if he is 
not there spectacular wrecks could occur". 
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My thanks are again due to the Public Health Committee and 
their Chairman for their continued help and support, to Mr. Ford and 
Mr.Berry for the smooth running of the Department sand to the other 
Chief Officers for their personal help.

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GENERAL STATISTICS 


The mid-year population of the district rose from 5,970 in 1968 
to 6,340 in 1969, giving a total increase of 370 compared with 

660 the previous year. Out of these 370 the natural increase 

accounted for 72, while 298 were due to inward migration. 


The number of inhabited houses in the area increased to 2,267, with 
the number of houses per acre rising to 0.65. The number of persons 
per acre was 2.32 while the number of persons per house was 2.80 
which certainly is no evidence of overcrowding.: 


VITAL STATISTICS 


The total number of live births rese to 124 being a live birth rate 
of 21.6 compared with 17.5 in 1965. There were 5 still births while 
in 1968 there were none. Unce again there were no maternal deaths. 


Deaths in infants uwnier 1 year of age amounted to two for the third 
year in succession, while deaths at all ages rose from 42 to 52.

The deaths in children under 1 year of age were due to birth injury 


and pneumonia . There was 1 death due to a motor accident, 1 other 
accidental death and 1 suicide. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


The incidence of infectious disease was minimal during 1969, with 
only 34 cases of measles and 1 of Infective Hepatitis notified. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


There was no change in the number of cases in the trbcrculosis 


register, with 18 pulmonary and 2 non-pulmonary cases 


During the year a letter was received from the Department of 
Health and Social Security concerning the future of the Mass 
Miniature Radiography Service. 


The Department's summary of the letter reads as follows:- 


"This memorandum reviews the present effectiveness of the Mass 
Miniature Radiography Service, and suggests that the general need 
for mass radiography.of the chest no longer exists. 


Regional Hospital Boards are asked to consider, in consultation 
with local health authorivies, how the need for chest x-ray services 
in their regions can best be met, with a view to integrating Mass 
Miniature Radiography Units with hospital radiological departments; 
and are asked to report on progress".

As far as the routine immunisation of children is concerned, 
birth notification of children in the County has been processed 
by computer and in consequence it has been possible to send out 
an appointment for every child to attend a Clinic or its own 
Doctor for immunisations as they have become due. This scheme 
was introduced in East Herts in January, 1968. 


It must be borne in mind that a traveller entering certain 
countries must produce an International Certificate of 
Vaccination against Smallpox, Yellow Fever and Cholera. 
International Certificates should be procured from the travel 
agency when the intending traveller makes his booking. 


Vaccination is done by the patient's own Doctor, who must enter 
on the Certificate particulars of the vaccine employed. The 
Doctor's signature must then be authenticated at the local - 
not the County - Health Department, which holds facsimiles of 
all the signatures of Doctors in the District. 


On the other hand, immunisation against Yellow Fever must be 
carried out at one of the following Centres, after an appointment 
is first made by telephone:-

Protection against Cholera may be obtained from the Traveller's 
own Doctor and is advisable for persons undertaking journeys in the 
Middle or Far East. Advice may be obtained from the Embassy or 
Mission of the Country concerned. 


Smallpox has an incubation period of 14 days. Protection becomes 
valid 8 days after vaccination and lasts for three years. 


Yellow Fever has an incubation period of 6 days. Protection 
becomes valid 10 days after immunisation and lasts for ten years. 


Cholera has an incubation period of 5 days. Protection becomes 
valid 6 days after immunisation and lasts for six months. 


Typhoid Fever is endemic in some countries and may be contracted by 
travellers in mediterranean areas. I would here reiterate the 
advice given in previous Annual Reports that anyone proposing to 
spend holidays in such regions ought, for their own sakes and for 
the sake of others, to seek protection from T.A.B. immunisation. 
This should not be left to the last moment, as the interval between 
the first and second doses should be at least four weeks and 
preferably six seeks, because of the delay in building up effective 
immunity. 


Home Help Service 


- This service, which is a permissive one under the National Health 
Service Act, was started during the last was to assist young mothers 
and old people who had been obliged to leave their homes. It is now 
en essential part of Local Health Authority Service and is a major 
support for the older sick and infirm. 


Unfortunately the Home Help Service is under considerable strain, 


due to insufficient staff, as other forms of employment in industry 
offer many counter attractions. 
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Any person anxious to be of assistance to either the old and 
infirm , or to mother and child, should approach Mrs.J.l.Clements, 
the Divisional Home Help Organiser, at the Health Centre, 27, 

Bull Plain, Hertford. (Tel. Hertford 3232). 


Applications for this service should also be sent to Mrs.Clements. 
A charge may be made in accordance with the County Council's 
assessment scale. 


Hospital Services. 


Sawbridgeworth is served by the Herts & Essex General Hospital; 
Bishop's Stortford and District Hospital; Princess Alexandra 
Hospital, Harlow. 


Chronic sick can receive treatment at Western House Hospital, 
Collett Road, Ware. 


As was reported last year this Hospital was closed in 1968 for 
rebuilding and extensive renovations. The improvement scheme 
included new sanitary annexes, extensions to the day-rooms, 
cubicle curtaining and improved lighting facilities. Modern 
furniture and equipment was also installed. The number of 
beds now available are:- 


69 for females, of which 47 are for psycho-geriatric patients 
22 for males 


The official re-opening was performed by Sir Graham Rowlandson, 
M.B.E., J.P. Chairman of the North-East Metropolitan Regional 
Hospital Board, on the 19th September, 1969. 


Patients suffering from infectious diseases can be treated either at 
St.Ann's General Hospital, South Tottenham, London, N.15 (Tel.No. 

Ol - STA 0121), or at Highlands Hospital, Winchmore Hill, London,N.21 
(Tel.No.01 - 360 8151). 


Care and After-Care 


Applications for recuperative holidays, if recommended by the Medical 
Attendant, should be made to the County Medical Officer. 


Equipment can be issued on loan to patients being nursed at home. 
A Medical Loan Depot has been established at Bishop's Stortford. 


A charge may be made for this service. 
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Ambulance Service 


There is an Ambulance Station at Bishop'sStortford. Except in 
emergency, an ambulance should be ordered by a medical practitioner. 


Day Nurseries 


A day nursery has been established at Church House. 
General Practitioner Medical Services. 


Three General Practitioners, forming a partnership, reside and 
practise in Sawbridgeworth but the town is also served by 
Practitioners in the Harlow (Essex and Bishop's Stortford 
localities. To the Partnership are attached Health Visitors, 
a scheme which has been in operation since 1967. These 
attachments are proving to be very successful. 


Health Visitors and nurses. 


Sawbridgeworth has two Health Visitors and two District Nurse/ 
Midwives. 


Dental Service 


One dental practice has been established in the town. Other 
Dental Practitioners are available in adjoining towns. 


Old People's Welfare Association 


This body is very active in Sawbridgeworth and in addition to its 
other functions, has for a number of years been responsible for a 
much needed Chiropody Service. 


The Woman's Voluntary Service provides meals on wheels for 


Sawbridgeworth and adjacent areas. 
Other Services 


There is a Mortuary owned and managed by the Urban District Council. 
Blood Transfusion Donor Sessions are held at the Memorial Hall.

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SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE AREA 


WATER SUPPLY 


The piped supply is »rovided by the Lee Valley Water Company 
to 2,426 premises. 


167 premises in the District, including new houses were 
connected to the mains during the year. Two dwellings 
are supplied from privately owned wells. 


The water supply to the district has been regularly sampled 
throughout the year and submitted for analysis. 164 samples 
were sent for analysis for bacteriological examination. 

9 water samples were sent to the Laboratory for chemical 
analysis and the reports showed that all sanples conformed 

to standards of purity suitable for public supply. 


DRAINAGE, SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
Most of the district is served by main drainage. 
The effluent from the central and north areas are now pumped 
over the River Stort to the trunk sewer in Sheering and 
thence by gravitation to Rye Meads Sewage Disposal Works. 
The southern area of the town drains to bhe small sewage works 
at Alston Oak and is disposed of by septic tack treatment 
followed by land irrigation. 

REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 

Household refuse is collected weekly and is disposed of my 
controlled tipping at Harlow U.D.C. tip. Special arrangements 
are made in connection with trade refuse. 
Unauthorised tipping in ditches etc. has been minimised by the 


Council providing a free collection of bulky domestic refuse 
such as:- mattresses, cookers and furniture.
